Close family life was found among 
all, wealthy and ppor.* helping each 
other to live and to keep the dangers 
away from those who had come to 
work in their land. 

Mary Sargent loves people, and 
her sensitivity to the good and genu- 
ine, found in the Indian people the 
qualities which endeared them to 
her. 

"She is an extraordinary young 
lady who now devotes herself to 
creating a bond of understanding 
between people here and those she 
knew in India. 

"Here's one case where speech is 
golden . . . and the kindness and 
goodness that radiated from Mary 
was not lost on her audience." 
(From Bay Herald, Whitefish Bay, 
Milwaukee, Wis.) 

In her work at the bomber base 
with other American Hed Cross 
volunteers and 7,000 GTs, she found 
a sense of humor in the Indian 
coolies, call, boys and natives in 
general.

Practice Safety 
While Hunting 



As the 1959 Illinois hunting sea- 
son approaches, hunters are urged 
to use common sense in handling 
guns, to consider the safety of oth- 
ers and to practice good sports- 
manship and good manners during 
their hunting expeditions. 

About one-third of all the fatal 
shootings in 1958 occurred in con- 
nection with hunting trips, says O. 
L. Hogsett, extension safety spe- 
cialist at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 

No game animal or bird is worth 

the risk of shooting a fellow hunter. 

'«|.If you can't see where your shot is 

going, don't shoot. There may be 

someone in your line of fire. 

Do not carry a loaded gun in an 
automobile, boat or other convey- 
ance. I 

Load your gun only after reaching 
the hunting area, and make sure to 
point the muzzle away .from every- 
body and toward the ground. 

Carry a gun with the safety on. 

And last of all, don't mix gun- 
powder and alcohol.

3 Pheasants 
A Day Limit 
For Illinois 

Hunters will be permitted to 
shoot three cock pheasants per day 
during the hunting season com- 
mencing at noon, Nov. 11. 

Although the present crop of 
young pheasants in " east-central 
Illinois is about 15 to 20 per cent 
smaller than last year, hunters can 
still look forward to good shooting, 
said Ronald F. Labfaky, assistant 
wildlife specialist of the Natural 
History survey, Urbana. 

"In 1958, hunters averaged only 
2.5 hours afield to bag each cock/' 
Labisky pointed out. 

"In that year an unusually large 
crop of young pheasants made hunt- 
ing excellent. Despite a poorer 
hatch this year, hunters will find 
more than ample supply of cocks 
when they go afield. 

"This year there should be ex- 
cellent hunting in Ford. Livingston, 
McLean, Iroquois and Champaign 
counties." , 

The 1959 season, opening Nov. 11, 
continues through Nov. 30. Shoot- 
ing will be allowed from sunrise 
to sunset every day except on open- 
ing day when shooting is schedule! 
to begin at noon. 

Daily bag limit will be three cock 
pheasants. Possession limit, after 
the first day, will be six cocks. 

The shooting of hen pheasants has 
never been permitted in Illinois.
